Japanese Losing Vigour 


Hsuchow, Apr, 27. 

The vigour of the Japunese drive 
in south Shantung, with Hsuchow, 
important junction of the Tientsin- 
Pukow Railway and the Lunghai 
Railway as objectives hns diminished 
after meeting with stubborn -resist- 
ance from the Chinese forces; . 

After consolidating thelr postions, 
the Chinese are Aghting desperately 
to reguin Tancheng and to repulse 
the Japanese at Pihsien, both points 
being within striking distance of the 
eastern section of the Lunghal Rail- 
way. Heavy Chinese reinforcements 
have entered the fleld, - 

The scene of the flerecst fighting 
yesterday was north of Pihsien.. Up 
till late Inst night the Chinese forces 
were stil] holding their positions, 10 
kilometres north of the town, having 
gallantly repulsed successive Japan- 
ese onslaughts. : 

Tt ls estimnted that about two 
regiments of Japanese troops have 
been elther killed or wounded around 
Pihsien since April 21, The intensity 
of the Japanese thrust on this front 
has definitely -waned. : 


Undiminished Efforts. 


Mesnwhile, the Chinese counter- 
attack on Tancheng — continued 
with undiminished violence. At 
Matouchen, a point west of Tancheng, 
a hand-to-hand fight took place, 
resulting in considerable cnsunities 
.on both sides, 

Japanese reinforcements called 
in from Sunchlatsai, Hsiehchiatsat, 
Kwanwangmiao, south-west of Tan- 
cheng, were intercepted by Chinese 
forces on thelr way to the beleaguered 
town, Another Japanese combined 
Infantry,- artiliery--and-cavairy: foree 
of 2,000 men was surrounded by the 
Chinese at Hsuyuan, south-west of 
Tancheng.

INDIAN. TERMS 
EXPLAINED 


To the Editor, ar 
: Hongkong Telegraph. 


Sir,—Since there appears consider- 
nble misunderstanding on ‘this side 
about the origin, meaning, applica- 
tion and proper spelling of the above 
Indian terms, I think it ‘would be 
well if I explain same for the benefit 
of the people, who often uso them. 


Swasthik.—-This word should be 
really spelt as “Swasthik’” without 
the: addition of “a’’*at the end and 
pronounced as in thick,” Curlously 
enough, this. Indian emblem has been 
losing -its Indlan. origin..and is now 
almost solely identified with the 
German Nazi: Party as the Party's 
emblém... We Indians feel natura 
proud of this acceptance by others 
of .our ancient emblem which has 
always been in use in India for all 
our ceremonies ‘since ancient. times, 
Without it,'no religious ceremony {s 
performed by tho Hindus. But when 
some time back,;"Ivused it in the 
natural course a3 an auspicious sign 
on the calendars issued by my firm, 
I was almost’ overwhelmed _ with 
querics as to why I used the “Nazi" 
emblem on my calenders. I was 
amazed ot these querics, and I am 


‘fsure similar doubts must no doubt 


have arisen in the minds of several 
others who might not have put me 
the same query, 


I explained to my inquirers that 
“Swasthik” Is definitely and undls- 
putably aon Indian sign since ‘the 
Vedic daya and since ‘Vedas (the 
Hindu Serlptures}) are the oldest 
known Seripture in the world, ther 
cannot be any doubt as to the origin 
of the sign as devised by the Hindus, 
If any one proves that the sign was 
used somewhere else before the 
Vedic Days, then there, may be an- 
other question, 4 


And to leave no doubt, I may men- 
tion that the very word “Swasthik" 
js also of purely Sanskrit origin— 
that classical language of the Hindus 
—in which language the Vedas are 
written. “Swasthik” js made up of 
two Sansiait words “swa" (self) ond 
“sthik” (standing, derived from’ 
“stha" to stand). Thus the combined 
meaning ‘fs “Self-Standing,” some- 


thing that can stand by itself, that}. 


ig to-say "The Eternal,” something 
that docs not require to be created 
or supported. It showa ‘the four 
directions of the Universe thus show- 
ing that the “self-standing” fills. up’ 
the whole universe. When this ex- 
planation is given, the meaning will 
be clear, - i 
1, therefore, used it on the calen- 
dors as an auspicious sign and also 
because it 1s the sign on the flag of 
the premier Indian shipping com- 
Pany, the Scindin Steam Navigation 
Co. Ltd. with whom I had been 
working In India for several years. 


As to ‘how it came to be adopted 
by the Nazis, I cannot say. But it is 
said that the Germans belong to that 
race called the Indo-Germanic race 
(with its further off-shoot, the Angio- 
Saxon race), and probably some 
time in the past, this emblem must 
have possed ‘to-them in: the ‘course 
of thelr migration or through the 
infiltration of the Sanskrit language 
which js su thoroughly studied in 
Germany rather than anywhere else.

This word is 
to be found very commonly used in 
Sanskrit dramas written at least 
about 2000 to 2500 years B,C, and is 
applied to the race which settled in 
Ind{a’ several thousand centuries ago, 
whose descendants now form the 
Indian community ng such. And yet 
by the same perversion of facts, in 
some quarters Indians arc not classed 
as “Aryans’'—Indians who are the 
real ond original descendants of the 
Aryan race and who call themselves 
by that term. ‘ 


Juggernaut—I saw a local poster 
with the above word 
wrongly spelt for the correct word 
“Jagannath” in the Indian language. 
The correct: word {is “Jogannath’—. 
Lord of the Universo—whose temple 
4s situated in Purl ‘on the eastern 
const of India.

no meaning ' "Jogannath” means 
‘Lord of the Universe” being made 
up of two Sanakrit words, “Jagan” 
the Universe, and “nath” Lord, 
‘This real word “Jogannath!’ | Js 
undergoing varlous maltransforma- 
tions.

"Of these Ieslons meningitis is 
commonly scen at post mortems, 
abdominal Jesions also falrly com- 
monly, bone and joint -leslons only 
ocensionally; cervical glandular 
disease seldom reaches post mortem 
notice, but occurs clinically, I be- 
Neve.

MILK-BORNE DISEASE 


Doubt hos been thrown on the 
occurrence of milk-borne discase, In 
Great Britain during the period 1912- 
1935, 150,000 persons contracted 
tuberculosis of bovine origin through 
the consumption of milk and over 
60,000 dicd of the disease, Accord- 
ing to Sir Walker Savage, between 
1,700 and 2,000 deaths occur annual- 
ly in children in Great Britain from 
‘bovine tuberculosis conveyed in milk 
or milk products. There were 4,028 
denths {In Hongkong from tuberculo- 
sis in 1937, and, although the type 
_was_ not, determined,’ it is. permis-. 
uble to assume, for the reasons 
tiven in the report of the Govern- 
ment’ Bacteriologist, that ‘a certain 
»roportion may have been due to the 
Sovine variety, 

Laying aside the question of bovine 
tuberculosis altogether, a vast: body 
at incontestable evidence exists of 
‘he existence of other forms of milk- 
borne discase, ‘For example, in 
Great Britain from 1912 to 1935, over 
100 outbreaks of milk-borne disease 
were. recorded affecting over 12,000 
persons,

His first job was that of a clerk in 
the firm of Fergusson, Leighton & Co., 
but this proved to be a temporary 
one as this mercuntile house next year 
went bankrupt. 


SOON MADE FRIENDS 


The closure of the firm threw 
Hiullicr on his own: resources, but he 
seemed to have been such a bluff, 
hearty young fellow that he had no 
dimculty in making friends. These, 
in that lmited community aed 
Hongkong were men who we - 
ready making names.-for .themselves 
the settlement of the Colony, 

One was none other than Sir Henry 
Pottinger, who seemed particularly 
Impressed with the ex-mate; for he 
appointed him forthwith Clerk in the 
Police Court.’ 

It was here that he was to meet 
with Major Caine, the Anglo-Indian 
officer; who was ‘to play such a pro- 
minent part in his later career. 

n the meantime, Hillier was ap- 
plying himself might and main to. the 
mastery of the Cantonese tongue, and

possible time. A year later he ap- 
pears to have mastered It well enough 
for all intents and purposes; for from 
that date begins his sensational rise 
in office.

One record 
announces that he was such a 
stickler for tondying to his 
patron, Major Caine, that he was 
biased in his judicial decisions, whilst 
another passage lauds him tor his im- 
partiat administration of justice, 
especially the Chin- 
ese awere concerned, After all, 
it is ruther a moot point; but we 
do know that he was unsparing in his 
efforts to enforce what imperfect or- 
dinances that were In, force, during 
that first decade.. One of them was 
the. Polige Ordinance, No, 6 of 1847, 
which authoriséd corporal punish- 
ment to the extent of “60 stripes to 
be administered with a cane or rat- 
tan.” Major Caine, himself was a 
strict disciplinarlan, and the whip 
was the “all suMcient cure” for all 
‘manner of crimes and misdemean- 
ours. And-Hillier, as his protege 
proved an apt pupil. F 


BIASED JUDGMENTS 


Mr, Hillier, although apparently 
rendering dcclsions satisfactory to 
the bulk of the Chinese population, 
! did not always merit the approba- 
tion of the English community, 
especlatly those versed in the com- 


ns far as 


Pplexities of the law. They” were’ 


ceuselessly calling attention to the 
biused judgments of the Magistracy, 
{ and, what was worse, were outspoken 
In thelr remarks that the Chief Magis- 
trate did not know “B from bull's 
foot” legally speaking? 

It must have been extremely un- 
noylng-to those trained barristers ot 
the day to be compelled to plead 
before a Court wherein the udminis~ 
trator of justiec was as naively in- 
nocent of the purports of the Jaw he 
was uttempting to administer as the 
most callow apprentice clerk In a 
lawyer's office. j 

Time after thne, the shortcomings 
of Mr. Hillier were brought to light. 
The first Chief Justice of the Colony, 
Judge John Walter Huime and At- 
torney Generul Anstey were voci- 
forous, In their condemnation of his 
methods. Anstey, moreover, once 
characterised Hillier'’s dispositions ‘‘as 
the most slovenly and careless that 

{he had ever seen.” : 


ADMIRED BY CHINESE . 

Regardless of what the icgal pro- 
fession obviously thought of him, Mr. 
Hillier was more than popular with 
the Chinese portion of the community. 
When he was appointed Consul 
General at Bangkok, in April 1856, 
ond his departure to his new post 
hecame imminent, the Chinese resi- 
dents of the Colony met.to do him 
honour; for they sincerely felt that 
they had lost.n warm and stroight- 
forward friend. , 

As a contemporary account stated: 
“Of this (hls pro-Chinese attitude) 
they seemed to have been well aware 
. . . A long procession was formed 
at the temple in Taipingshan, which 
procecded to Mr. Hillier’s residence, 
accompanied by bands nnd bearing 
two splendid scdan-chairs, such as 
are uscd in the religlous processions 
of the gods,—one chair containing a 
basin of water, the other a looking- 
glass, implying that his character was 
as pure as water and us unstained os 
glass. An address was also presented 
to him by the Chinese, and a gilt 
tablet’ bearing. testimony. -of.- their 
respect. and good-will. ‘The proces 
slon afterwards - proceeded rough 
the city,. implying "to the Chinese 
population their: irreparable loss.” 

The sentiments expressed oy. the

Those whose careers were suddenly cut short by 
either accident or disease were ‘more numerous than 
those who gained wealth and fame. 


If, however, we are to 


trust the old annals of 


Hongkong, there was a considerable percentage of the 
latter who made the most of their sojourn in the Hast 
and, from obscurity, climbed to eminent, heights. 

One of .these—and one, too, who ‘fa typical of those Britons, 


- who firat eettled.here—was Mr. Charles Batten Hiller, who from 
the years 1843 to 1856 occupied a number of important offices In 


the Colony. 


Mr. Charles Batten  Hillicr 
was born in England about the 
» year 1825. 

Practically nothing is known 
of his antecedents, except that 
he was a sailor before the mast. 
-He was probably familiar with 
the Chinn coast at an carly age, 
but his presence in Hongkong 
dates from 1841—the year inci- 
dentally when the Island was 
first ceded to the British Crown. 

He wus at this time, o young man 
In his Inte ‘teens, but so well versed 
was he in the intricacies of his calling 
that he had already risen to be second 
mate, 

There was something about the sct- 
tlement which appealed to him; for 
he determined to forsake the sen for 
the more, prosale vocations of the 

an, 
typical landem wie that of a clerk in 
the firm of Fergusson, Leighton & Co., 
but thls proved to be a temporary 
one us this mereuntile house next year 
went bankrupt. 


SOON MADE FRIENDS 


The closure of the firm’ threw | 


‘Hillier on his own resources, but he 
seemed to have been such a blutY, 
hearty young fellow that he had no 
difficulty in. making friends. These, 
in that Mmited community pea 
‘Hongkong were men who eal 
‘teaae making names for themselves 
in the settlement of the Colony, 

One was none other than Sir Henry 
Pottinger, who seemcd particularly 
impressed with the ex-mate; for he 
appointed him forthwith Cleric In the 
Police Court. 

It wags here that he was to mect 
-with Major Caine, the Anglo-Indian 
officer, who was to play such a pro- 
minent part in his later carccr. 

In the meantime, Hillier was ap- 

_ plying bimself might and main to the 
mastery of the Cantonese tongue, and 
seems to have made the most com- 
mendable progress in the shortest 
possible time. A yeur later he ap- 
pears to bave mastered it well enough 
for oll intents and purposes; for fram 
tat date begins hig serisotional rise 
48 office, His series of promotions 
are perhaps the most rapid of any to 
be found In the annals of the Colony. 
He was in spoedy succession: Clerk 
of the Police Court, Assistant Magis- 
trate, Sheriff, Coroner, Chief Magis- 
trate, Member , of the Legislative 
Council. and member of the Schools’ 
Committee, — ine 


IMPRESSED SUPERIORS 


It is Indeed remarkable that he had, 
os his critics often stated, “no qualif- 
cations whatsoever, except for the 
knowledge. of Chinese which he had 
acquired In a comparatively short 
time.” Whatever it was, he seemed 
to be able to impress his superiors, 
and one is inclined to think thot he 
must have been.a “mighty good yes- 
man’: for not only Major Caine, but 
also Sir John Davis and his successor, 
Sir John Bowring, werd highly 
pleased with him. In fact, the whole 
secret of his success,‘ns Mr, Norton- 
Kyshe in his illuminating “History 
of the Laws and ‘Courts of Hongkong" 
takes such gusto in pointing out, was 
due solely to his “devotion and un- 
swerving ‘subservience in things In 
general to Sir John.Davis and to-his 
immediate chief, Major Calne." 

Such a criticism must have been 
the actual truth; for with these two 
powerful .supporters, Hillier's career 
in the. Colony was assured. 


LAW MAKERS AMAZED 


His .most important promotion 
(that of Chief Magistrate) was con- 
firmed on October 10, 1847, by the 
Seeretary of State for the Colonics. 
It was‘not entirely unopposed; for 
many of the European residents re- 
garded its confirmation much {n the 
Hight of'a bolt from the clouds. In 
thelr frankly expressed opinion, they 
thought it not only amazing but also 
the sheetest effrontery to confirm in 


especially us far as the Chin- 
ese were concerned, After all, 
it is rather u moot point; but we 
do know that he was unsparing in his 
efforts to enforce whut imperfect or- 
dinanees that were in foree during 
that first deende. One of them was 
the Police Ordinance, No, 6 of 1847, 
which authorised corporal punish- 
ment to the extent of “00 stripes to 
be administered with o cane or rat- 
tan.” Major Caine, himself was uo 
strict disclplinarion, and the whip 
was the “all sufficient cure’ for all 
manner of crimes und misdemean- 
ours. And Hillier, us bis  pratege 
proved an, apt pupil. 


BIASED JUDGMENTS 


Mr, Hiller, although apparently 
rendering decisions satisfactory to 
the bulls of the Chinese population, 
did not always merit the approba- 
{ion ‘of the English community, 
especially ‘those versed In the. com- 
plexities of the law, .They were 
ecasclessly calling. attention to the 
biased judgments of the Magistracy, 
and, what wis worse, were outspoken 
in their remarks that the Chief Magis- 
cate did not know “B from bull's 
foot" legally speaking. 

It must have been extremely an- 
noying to those trained barristers of 
the day to be compelled to plead 
before n Court wherein the adminis- 
trator of justice was as nuively in- 
nocent of the purports of the law he 
was attempting to udminister us the 
most callow apprentice clerk in a 
lawyer’s office. ; 

Tine atter time, the shortcomings 
of Mr, Hillier were brought to Hght. 
The first Chief Justice of the Colony, 
Judge John Walter Hulme and At- 
torney General Anstey were voci- 
ferous in their. condemnation of his 
methods. Anstey, ‘morcover, once 
characterised Hilller’s dispositions “as 
the most slovenly and, careless that 
he had cver seen.” " 


- -- ADMIRED BY CHINESE. ..-~- 
Regardless of what the legal pro- 
fesslon obviously thought of him, Mr. 
Hillier was more than popular with 
the Chinese portion of the community, 
When he was, appointed Consul 


General at Bangkols, in April 1856, 
and his departure to his new post 
became imminent, the Chinese resi- 
dents of the Colony met to do him 
honour; for they sincerely felt that 
they had lost o warm and stralght- 
forward friend, 

As _a contemporary account stated: 
“Of this (his pro-Chinese attitude) 
they seemed to have been well aware 
++ + A long procession was formed 
at the temple in Tafplngshan, which 
proceeded to Mr. Hillier's residence, 
accompanied by bands and bearing 
two splendid sedan-chairs, such as 
are used In the religious processions 
of the gods—one chair containing a 
basin of. water, the other a looking- 
gings, implying that hls character was 
i pure as water and as unstained as 
glass. An address was also presented 
to him by the Chinese, and a gilt 
tablet bearing~ testimony of thelr 
respect and good-will, The proces- 
sion afterwards proceeded through 
the clty, implying to the Chinese 
population thelr Irreparable loss.”* 

The sentiments expressed py the 
Chinese community were echoed in a 


smaller way by the foreign residents, |* 


who realised that whilst Hilller’s 
knowledge of the law was a doubt- 
Cul quantity, still he had so capably 
filled his high office that much diffi- 
culty ~would be experienced in finding 
one to take his place. “A barrister 
may be procured,” they said, “who 
wilt dispense to the Chinese more 
law, but we are not Ukely to have 
a Magistrate from whom they will 
recelve as much justice. . His inti- 
mate Knowledge of the Chinese 
language, and Chinese customs, more- 
over, enabled him to keep ‘down 
abuses, and to olicit truth where one 
imorant of the language would surcly 
Cun . . 7
